QUEEHSTQWN, IRELAND 


LONDON, May 1 *— The crew and passengers of 


the Lusitania, sunk by torpedo today, were all saved. 


NEW YORK, May 7.-The Canard liner Lusitania, one of the fast- 


est ships afloat, was torpedoed and sunK this afternoon off the coast of 
Ireland, ten miles south of Kinsale. 


She had aboard 1253 passengers. She sailed from this port last 


Saturday, May 1, and carried in addition to her own large passenger list 
163 passengers transferred to her from the Anchor liner Cameronia. 


The news of her sinking was announced by the local office of the 


Canard line, and was based on cable advices received from the home of- 
fice of the company from Liverpool. Three dispatches, received in the 
order named were made public by the line and read as follows: 


"We received front the Land's End wireless station news of re- 


peated distress calls made by the Lusitania asking for assistance im- 
mediately. Big list Position ten miles south of Kinsale. Subsequently 
received telegram from Queenstown that all. available craft in the bar* 
bor had been despatched to assist 
Scores of Rescue Boats 


The second message to the local office read: 
"QUEENSTOWN, 4:59 p. m.—About twenty boats of all sorts be- 


longing to our line are in the vicinity where the Lusitania sanK. About 
fifteen other boats are maHing for the spot to render assistance. 


The third cablegram was dated Liverpool and read: 
"Following received by admiralty: 
"GALLEY HEAD, 4:25 p. nt-Several boats, apparently survivors, 


southeast nine miles. GreeK steamer proceeding to assist." 


Dispatches received here from London, Liverpool and at Queens* 


town confirmed the news. One of the messages said it wa* believed that 
all the big liner's passengers had been saved. 


According to a London dispatch put out by the Dow-Jones TicKer at 


a late hour this afternoon the Cunard Steamship Co. in London issued an 
official statement there tonight declaring that the Lusitania had been 
"torpedoed without warning and sanK almost immediately." 


The text of the statement follows: 
"The whole concern of the Cunard company is for the safety of the 


passengers and crew. The material loss does not count, as it is covered 
by insurance. 
Steamers Rush to Scene 


"The Lnsitania was torpedoed without any warning and sanK al- 


most immediately. It is Known that a large number of the large boats 
of the ship are afloat Every effort is being made to obtain the fullest in- 
formation, which will be published immediately upon receipt" 


When the Lusitania sailed some nervousness had been caused be- 


cause of the publication in the morning papers of Saturday of an adver- 
tisement warning intending travelers that a state of war existed be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain and her allies, that the war zone in- 
cludes the waters adjacent to the British Isles; that in addition with the 
notice given by the German government, vessels flying the flag of the 
English government are liable to destruction in these waters, and that 
travelers sailing in the war zone on ships of Great Britain or her allies, 
do so at their own risK. The advertisement was signed 'Imperial Ger- 
man Embassy/' 


This warning apparently did not cause many cancellations — for 


the ship sailed with a very full passenger list

afternoon, -when tbe Admiral Dewey. one 
of the biggest steamers that ha* ever 
"entereS the Inner harbor, docked-,at the 
just-corapleted^ quay-, wall, at-the fQQt of 
Glay street, inaugurating the service of 
the city's first line of ocean-going vessels, 
and officially announcing to the maritime 
and commercial world that Oakland Is 
from now on a port of calL 


Cheers and enthusiasm greeted the big 


steel freighter as it steamed into the 
Inner harbor, looming high and stark 
against the horizon. Captain J. Daniels, 
master of the vessel, stood on the bridge' 


tracks which will later be Incorporated 
in the tnup.fclnnl belt Hne railroad. 
The 


work of laying the steel rails will be be- 
gun next Monday. 


"The quay wall Is 194S feet In length, 


•extending from Myrtle street to Clay. It 
ras built.at an approximate cost of S300.- 
000, 
and will accommodate the largest 


ships afloat. The depth In front of the 
wall is twenty-seven feet at the present 
time, low tide. In the government ccan- 
nel the depth Is thirty feet at low tide. 


"When the warehouse Is completed, 


and the spur tracks have been laid, the 
city will take steps to have this 150-foot 
strip, extending back from the quay wall, 
and all of which Is city property, paved 
and asphalted for Its entire length. Thus 
will Oakland have at her front door the 
finest waterfront facilities of any munici- 
pality on the Pacific coast."
